REPORT INCREASED 
GAS TAX ‘REVENUE 


New Brunswick will not pay any 
new taxes in the current fiscal year, 
but according to provincial  esti- 
mates, the treasury will collect a 
million dollars from motorists in 
gasoline tax alone, representing still 
another increase of $118,278 over 
last year, from this one form of rev- 
enue. 

Alberta is another province which 
is looking with even friendlier eyes 
on the gasoline tax, the highest con- 
tributor to the treasury in the lasc 
fiscal year and which in the current 
year, is estimated to bring in an ad- 
ditional $450,000 from the increase 
of oné cent a gallon, although there 
are no other ‘tax increases in the 
budget for the present fiscal year. 


TAXES, EQUAL 10 PER CENT 
OF HIGHWAY DEBT 


Taxes amounting to $47,041,738 
and aggregating more than ten per 
cent of the total highway debt 
($438,118,659) outstanding in all pro- 
vinces in Canada in 1933, were col- 
lected from Canadian motorists in 
that year from two sources alone— 
gasoline tax and registration fees— 
according to figures taken from the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics.

The fortnightly crop report issued 
by the Bank of Montreal after a sur- 
from its (branch managers says 


that the crop outlook in the .prairie|, 


provinces continues favourable ex- 
cept in southern Alberta and south- 
western Saskatchewan where mois- 
ture is lacking. Some early sown 
wheat is in shotblade. In all thre. 
provinces warmer weather is re- 
quied to stimulate growth. Pastures 
are in good condition. In Quebec the 
hay crop is in excellent condition but 
other ‘crops generally have been re- 
tarded by too much rain and warm, 
dry weather is needed. In Ontarfe 
crops continue to make excellent 
progress, ideal growing weather hav- 
ing prevailed. In British Columbia 
the season is still backward and 
more rain would be beneficial. 


ALBERTA:—Crop growth gener- 
ally in about two weeks late but con- 
ditions otherwise are satisfactory. 
Some early sown wheat is in shot- 
blade and coarse grains are well a- 
bove ground. The sugar beet crop 
is making good headway and thin- 
ning has been completed. There is 
ample moisture except in the south- 
eastern area. 

SASKATCHEWAN—Crops gener- 
ally present a healthy appearance 
but growth has been slow. Moisture 
‘conditions are satisfactory except in 
‘peen heavy in some localities and 
damage from cutworms and wire- 
worms has occurred. Grasshoppers 
are becoming more active but .dam- 
age so far has been comparatively 
amalh 

MANTTOBA :—Wheat is a heavy 
stand and stooling well with some 
early sown fields entering shotblade. 
Coarse grains also are progressing 
favorably and prospects generally 
are promising. Hail damage has oc- 
curred in isolated sections.: Grass- 
hoppers are not yet menacing. 

Reports from Ontario and British 
Columbia show that recent rains 
have been beneficial to hay which 
promises to be a bumper crop. in 
some districts. Grains are backward. 
Small fruits promise well and a 
good yield is anticipated. Root crops 
have been retarded by unfavorable 
weather.

1. WHAT IT IS 


HERE 1s onty one. essential 
difference between Skeet shoot- 
ing and real bird shooting: Skeet birds 
have no feathers. Otherwise, they 
rovide the same thrills and ex- 
ilarations, their flight is swift, varied 
and unexpected—in other words, true 
to natural conditions. 

As a matter of fact, Skeet is a 
modern development of the old trap- 
shooting game, but what an improve- 
ment! There is no limit to the variety 
of shots offered, for the angle at 
which the target is thrown, and the 
speed at hich it travels, may both 
be altered to suit the shooters who 
are waiting to blaze away at them. 
Straightaways, slowly climbing up for 
the novices, can be changed in a 
moment into whizzing ‘‘outdrops” 
that dive and duck and would tax the 
skill of the most experienced hunter.
